Nah, you make chloramine by mixing hypochlorite with ammonia. Well, the 
reaction actually depends on disproportionation of hypochlorite/chloride to/from 
a solution of chlorine gas in the medium. The mechanism is similar to reaction 
between iodine and ammonia, and if you don't already know the resulting product, 
then you certainly don't need to ;>) 


Chloramine is very toxic, but still not phosgene. You aren't going to get 
phosgene in an aqueous system; household ammonia and bleach firmly fall into 
that category. Phosgene plus water rapidly gives hydrogen chloride plus carbon 
dioxide. Well, I sort of take that back. You won't get phosgene as anything 
but a transient intermediate in an aqueous system. The body metabolizes 
chloroform into phosgene as an intermediate, but it doesn't last long. 


So, if you try ammonia to lift off tobacco crud, age, mouse-droppings, whatever, 
be sure to rinse well before hitting with bleach.

I posted a notice recently asking where to get Bristol wrenches. The 
results: 

I was able to borrow a set of spline (Bristol) wrenches from the shop 
in the ECE Department at Lehigh University and I found a mating one. 


All the small knobs on the 390A use a .096" 6-point spline wrench. 
The two large knobs should use the same wrench, but I have not succeeded 
in locating the keyhole. 


I received a number of suggestions as to where to get them. In order 
of non-usefulness they were: 


1. a Sears Hardware Store (not the regular store). I called first and 
the person who answered had never heard of a spline key. This gota 
"Hey Harry"; Harry had never heard of them either and was sure they 
never had any. I'll wait until the Craftsman Club Card sale starting 
Sunday before I go over there to look. Every time I go I find some tool 
that I "just have to have", so I might as well wait and get it ata 
discount. 

2. Purchase Radio - they advertise in ER. Their web site is not for 
ordering. If you live near Ann Arbor, they might be a good source, but 
not for someone in PA. 

3. CooperTools.com - they linked me to Xcelite.com. They have a 115 
page pdf catalog. I never really found what I wanted; just some 6-packs 
which I would buy if I had 5 friends. 

4. contacteast.com - they have one or two spline bits and an 11-piece 
kit of 9 bits, an extension and a handle - $38.00 

5. mcmaster.com - THE WINNER - an easily searched catalog which lists 20 
short-arm spline keys (4 4-point and 16 6-point) and 18 long-axrm spline 
keys. Prices start at 7Ocents; the .096 short is $.80 and the .096 long 
is $.93. They also have kits of various size ranges in plastic pouches 
and spline drivers at $7.00 each. The kits are nice except you are 
paying two bucks over the individual costs for the plastic pouch. They 
ship on open account. (So far). 


Thanks to everyone who replied to my posting. My spline keys will be 
here soon and I can return the spline drivers I borrowed. Once again 
this reflector has proved to be made up of really nice people.

The two large knobs use a clamp, rather than a direct setscrew. There is a 


clamping screw, but it is on the SIDE of the shaft axis, not in line with 
the axis. If you rotate the large knobs, you will find a hole in the 
skirt. The hole is drilled at an angle. With some inspection, you can see 
that the angle is such that the spline wrench shaft should enter off the 
shaft axis on one direction only. One can often (but not always) spot the 
target by shining a flashlight down the hole. In any case, stick thge 
wrench in off-axis and hunt around. It should pop in with a bit of 
fiddling. Note that once the knobs are removed you can see a washer that 
aligns the clamp in a fixed position with respect to the knob. Do not 
alter this position, or you'll never find the clamp screw again....

There's no model number, but I assume this is the VFO that goes with the 
T-60 transmitter. I think it's the V-44. 


First the bad: 1) There are a few rust spots on the case and one or two on 
the front. 2) The plexiglass dial pointer is broken where it fastens to the 
planetary drive. The previous owner obviously tried to expoxy it to the 
drive. I believe the epoxy 

could be chipped away from the drive and a new pointer fashioned and put in 
place. 3) No manual. 


Now the good: 1) It is very clean inside. No smoker's deposit, no corrosion. 
2) Nice wiring job (whether kit or factory I don't know). 3) Original knobs. 


I do not know whether it works and am selling it strictly as is, with the 
tubes that came with it (packed separately).

Let me take you all, way back! I am working on collecting the parts to build a 
MOPA transmitter that appeared in an early 30's Short Wave Craft magazine. It 
uses a 45 TGTP OSC (MO) and a 46 AMP (PA). I have been collecting magazine 
articles on many of the self-oscillating transmitters from the 20's and 30's. 
In all cases so far they have used a tapped resistor in the filament leads for 
the purpose of hum balancing (elimination). I found a perfect power 
transformer that has the 2.5VAC (5A) winding for this project. My transformer 
has a center tapped 2.5VAC winding though. So the question of the hour is, can 
I eliminate the tapped resistance and simply use the transformers center tap? 
The RF caps will remain naturally. 


The articles always seem to skip a detailed explanation about the tapped 
resistor other than saying it is there to balance out any hum introduced by the 
filament into the RF signal via internal grid coupling. If the resistor has 
any other purpose I haven't found one reference to it in the articles, but then 
I'm sure they had tapped filament transformers back then, didn't they?

Here is an update on my dial cleaning experience. 


First I would like to thank all those who sent their suggestions as to 
procedure. 


The rig I have was stored in Military storage for about 5 years and sat in 
my friends basement for I don't know how long. It was quite dirty. I at 
first thought the Dial paint was flaking off but after removing the 
front panel I realized that it was not flaking just very dirty. Most of 
the suggestions I had said to use mild soap and water or Windex (blue 
window cleaner) to do the cleaning. This is what I thought too. 


The soap and water and Windex did nothing to really clean the dial. I had 
bought cotton pads to do the cleaning since I didn't want to get any 
scratching. These pads got dirty but the black grundge just moved around 
on the dial. It was almost greasy. Maybe furnace soot? I don't really 
know what it was but it was black and spotty and looked greasy when water 
was applied. After playing for a while with the Windex etc. I decided 
something stronger was needed. I tried "Simple Green " and water and It 
did the trick very nicely. I wiped it on let it set for a minute or two 
and wiped it off. The dial turned white and the numbering remained 

black. It took about two applications but it now looks great. 


One word of warning for those of you who remove the front panel from your 
SP-600. Check the Audio volume control wiring before putting the panel 
back . Once the panel is in place the Audio Control wiring is 
inaccessible and the panel will have to be re-removed. It seems that 
someone had spliced new wires on the the end of the shielded wiring going 
to my Audio Control. They had not insulated the splice and it was only 
about 1/8" from the shield. In removing and replacing the front panel I 
had of course, moved these wire and they shorted to the shield. I didn't 
realize this until it was all back together and there was no volume. I 
wasted an hour removing the panel, fixing the wires and replacing the 
panel. Live and Learn.

Please note that in Australia (England, maybe Europe in general), the 240 
VAC lines are NOT set up like ours. 


In USA we get two phases (opposite polarity to each other, 180 degrees out 
of phase), via a xpairx of 120 VAC lines coming in. 


To get 120 volts, you use *xeitherx hot side & neutral. Tip: the neutral 
is shared by both sides. That makes this line "balanced", like balanced 
audio lines. 


To get 240 volts, you use xboth* hot sides. The neutral is then not used. 
240 V devices connected to this kind of balanced line are capable of 
rejecting common mode interference & fluctuations because both sides rise 
& fall together and so the voltage difference remains the same. [for 

more on this, see my article in Audio Electronics, 4/1998, p. 18, "Unleash 
Your AC Power Line"] 


In both cases (120 & 240 V), there is a separate safety ground, a separate 
conductor. 


O'seas, it's just 240 V xsinglex phase. Think of it as one-half of a USA 
setup except at 240 V instead of 120 V. That makes it "single-ended" or 


"unbalanced".
